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SCHOOL’S OUT 
AT SOUTHEND 

• Council axes plans for a free school on St Laurence Park site

SOUTHEND Council has 
announced it has dropped plans 
for a new free school in the bor¬ 
ough. 

The council confirmed the move 
as it announced it planned to 
address a need for more school 
places by expanding existing sec¬ 
ondary schools. 

According to a report before a 
cabinet meeting in September, the 
council had identified a site adja¬ 
cent to St Laurence Park, in 
Southend, for a free school, which 
it envisaged to be a science, tech¬ 
nology, engineering and mathe¬ 
matics (STEM) school. 

The secondary school was 
intended to address the demand 
for places from September 2019, 
but Cllr James Courtenay, execu¬ 
tive councillor for children and 
learning, said the council no 


longer needed to pursue the free 
school. 

Eight secondary schools have 
confirmed to the council that they 
are willing to expand to create 13 
new forms of entry (FE) between 
them by 2020. 

A council spokesman said an 
additional five FE are needed 
from 2018, a further six in 2019 
and two in 2020. 

Belfairs Academy, 

Shoeburyness High and St 
Thomas More are the schools 
which have agreed to expand in 
2018. 

Chase High, Cecil Jones 
Academy, St Bernard's High and 
The Eastwood Academy will meet 
the shortfall in 2019, while Chase 
High and Southchurch High will 
accommodate the further two FE 
in 2020. 

Cllr Courtenay said: “I am very 
grateful to our secondary schools 
who have worked with the council

offers a secure way forward for

Cardiac arrest left duo facing an uncertain future until £lm ‘bit of magic’ 

Jackpot lottery win saves 
couple from selling home

A COUPLE from Southend 
who were set to sell their 
home to avoid re-possession 
have hit the jackpot. 

Tony Pearce, 66, and Deb 
Gellatly, 58, who have been 
engaged for 30 years, now 
plan to tie the knot after they 
won £1 million in the Lotto 
Millionaire Raffle. 

The win comes after a year 
in which their lives were 
“turned upside down”, 
according to Tony, after he 
suffered a cardiac arrest 
while on holiday in February. 

The former business man¬ 
ager said: “This time last 
year we had life all planned 
out. We were both working, 
had a nice three-bed home 
and could see our comfort¬ 
able retirement within grasp. 
Then, while on holiday this 
February, I had a cardiac 
arrest and our life was turned 
upside down. The doctor told 
me I could go back to work 
but I would be unlikely see 


the year out, or stop working 
all together. 

“Obviously we took the lat¬ 
ter but it put a massive strain 
on our finances and we’d 
decided our only way for¬ 
ward was to sell the house 
and move away to a cheaper 
part of the country. And then 


a little bit of magic hit!” 

Tony said the news of the 
jackpot win came on an 
email from The National 
Lottery - which he admitted 
he didn't open straightaway 
as he assumed it was only for 
a “couple of quid”. 

He revealed when he did 


open it he thought they had 
won £1 but, “I took a closer 
look and saw a selection of 
noughts and realised it was 
quite a bit more.” 

When he shouted over to 
Deb that they had won 
£1 million on the lottery, she 
said it was a scam and rolled 


back over to sleep.The cou¬ 
ple plan to get married in the 
first half of next year and 
Tony said: “It’s what we 
always wanted to do but ini¬ 
tially we didn’t because there 
was always something else to 
do or buy. My ill-health real¬ 
ly focused our minds on the 
priorities in life so when we 
decided we definitely wanted 
to get married more than 
anything, we couldn’t 
because the funds weren’t 
there. But they sure as hell 
are now! The way I see it, 
earlier this year the hospital 
gave me my life back, now 
the lottery has given our life 
together back and we intend 
to enjoy every second of it.” 

They also plan to go on 
holiday to north Norfolk, 
while Tony will be putting in 
an order for a Jaguar E Pace. 

The couple will also pay 
off their mortgage and 
undertake renovations to 
their home.

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Dismay at bank 
branch closures

NATWEST branches in 
Thorpe Bay, Benfleet and 
Canvey are to shut as part of a 
swathe of closures across the 
country. 

Parent company Royal Bank 
of Scotland (RBS) said on 
Friday it will close 197 
NatWest branches in the UK, 
as well as 62 RBS ones. 

According to the NatWest 
website, the branch in London 
Road, Benfleet shuts on May 
24. The branch in Canvey 
High Street will close on May 
31, while the Thorpe Bay 
bank in The Broadway will 
shut on June 28. 


Justifying the closures, an 
RBS spokesman said more of 
its customers are doing their 
everyday banking online or by 
mobile phone. 

The spokesman confirmed 
that it was replacing its tradi¬ 
tional “bricks and mortar” 
branches with alternative 
ways to bank including com¬ 
munity bankers, mobile bank 
on wheels and in post offices 

He added: “We will ensure 
compulsory redundancies are 
kept to an absolute mini¬ 
mum.” 

Councillors expressed their 
concerns about the closures. 

Conservative councillor 
Tom Skipp, for Appleton ward 
in Benfleet, said: “I fully 


understand that the number of 
transactions being completed 
on line by NatWest customers 
is increasing but I am also 
concerned that the decision to 
close branches on the High 
Street will make things diffi¬ 
cult for the most vulnerable 
members of our society.” 

Cllr Beverley Egan, who 
represents St Peter’s ward in 
Benfleet, added: “I feel the 
closures of both the Benfleet 
and Canvey Island branches 
takes no consideration for 
those loyal customers who 
will find it most difficult to 
travel to the next nearest 
branch particularly if it means 
using public transport.” 

Leader of the Canvey Island 


Independent Party, Cllr Dave 
Blackwell, described the 
Canvey closure as “a terrible 
thing”. 

He said: “What they fail to 
understand is Canvey Island 
has an elderly population. 

“A lot don’t do online bank¬ 
ing and prefer the traditional 
banking service which 
NatWest should honour.” 

Rochford and Southend East 
MP James Duddridge said he 
was “disappointed” to learn of 
the Thorpe Bay branch clo¬ 
sure but said he had been reas¬ 
sured by NatWest that it is in 
talks with all affected cus¬ 
tomers and is proactively con¬ 
tacting vulnerable customers 
and regular branch users. 


Have your say on 
plans for future of 
lealthcare services 


A PUBLIC consultation has 
been launched into plans for 
future healthcare services in 
mid and South Essex. 

At a meeting of the joint 
committee of the region’s five 
clinical commissioning groups 
last Wednesday, it was agreed 
to begin the consultation on the 
proposals from the Mid and 
South Essex Sustainability and 
Transformation Partnership 
(STP). 

The plans include the devel¬ 
opment of new assessment and 
treatment centres alongside 
each A&E department at 
Southend, Basildon, and 
Broomfield hospitals. 

All three A&Es will remain 
open 24 hours a day and will 
receive “blue light” ambu¬ 
lances. 

Some planned operations 
would be separated from emer¬ 
gency cases according to the 
proposals, with the possibility 
of some complex orthopaedic 
operations that need a few days 
hospital stay being performed 
in Southend Hospital for peo¬ 
ple in south Essex. 

A new specialist stroke cen¬ 
tre in Basildon would also be 
created, which would provide 
the highest dependency and 
intensive care for people in the 
first 72 hours following a 


stroke alongside rapid access 
to diagnostics and specialist 
interventions. 

This would be in addition to 
existing stroke units at the 
three hospitals. 

Dr Caroline Dollery, GP and 
chairman of Mid Essex CCG, 
said: “The public consultation 
is an important next stage in 
the work we have been doing 
together to develop and build a 
health and care system fit for 
the future for the people of mid 
and south Essex and provide 
them with a further opportuni¬ 
ty to give us their views to help 
shape the proposals. 

“This is not a final decision 
to implement any of the 
changes described, which 
would only happen after the 
consultation with our local 
communities has finished and 
the feedback independently 
analysed.” 

Details of the proposals and 
the way people can respond are 
available at www.nhs 
midandsouthessex.co.uk. 

Feedback from the consulta¬ 
tion will undergo independent 
review before it is considered 
by the joint committee in early 
summer 2018 with clinical evi¬ 
dence, financial plans and 
other details in a final business 
case.

SURELY the responsibility for 
social housing rests with local 
authorities to satisfy local needs. 

The greatest cost is the land 
on which the property is built 
and much is owned by authori¬ 
ties that should be used solely 
for social housing.

Delay to 
regeneration 
of town?

Presumably, as the idea is 
temporary, this merely envis¬ 
ages a delay in the regeneration 
of the town centre. 

One of the more ludicrous 
arguments for the centre, and I 
quote the report going to the 
resources committee is; A more 
convenient and user friendly¬ 


setting for treatment for resi¬ 
dents and their families in the 
town centre. 

Increased footfall in the town 
centre which will contribute to 
its regeneration. Empty premis¬ 
es in the town centre being 
brought back into use. 

Certainly making better use of 
empty units in the town centre is 
to be welcomed but the oft 
repeated line of increasing foot¬ 
fall and regenerating the town 
centre is somewhat optimistic. 

Indeed, this was the original 
argument put forward when 
advocating the Dry Street devel¬ 
opment and the domino effect of 
this on the relocation of the col¬ 
lege, with wealthy students 
spending their educational main¬ 
tenance grants, sorry these were 
abolished, plus of course the new 
market, the development of 
which as well as taking away 
space around St Martin’s Square 
and disrupting the lives of people 
using Westgate is unlikely to 
contribute much to the regenera¬ 
tion of the town centre. 

One also wonders about car 
park and ambulance parking 
provision, plans for the college 
alone demonstrate a lack of 
extra spaces, but then again per¬ 
haps the slogan being used by 
the council of “creating opportu¬ 
nities, improving lives” is some¬ 
thing of an exaggeration.

Advice after 
fires involving 
cooking oil 

TWO fires involving cooking 
oil happened in Thorpe Bay 
last week - one left a man 
with burns to his face, arms 
and hands. 

The man was hurt trying to 
put out a blaze at a flat in Plas 
Newydd with water. 

Three fire crews were called 
at 3.01pm last Thursday after 
reports of a large fire which 
has left the man homeless. 

Firefighters extinguished the 
blaze in just under 45 minutes. 

A second fire was at a 
ground floor flat in Colbert 
Avenue the day before at 
1.25pm. It started after a chip 
pan caught alight and spread 
to the extractor fan. The pan 
was left unattended after the 
homeowner fell asleep. 

The fire service’s cooking 
safety tips include: 

• Avoid leaving cooking unat¬ 
tended and never leave children in 
the kitchen alone. 

• Keep tea towels and cloths 
away from the cooker. 

• Check toasters are clean and 
are away from curtains. 

• Keep the oven, hob and grill 
clean and in good working order. 
A build-up of fat and grease can 
ignite a fire. 

• Take care cooking with hot 
oil -it sets alight easily. If the oil 
starts to smoke it’s too hot. Turn 
off the heat and let it cool. Ideally 
cook oven chips but if deep fat 
frying use a thermostat controlled 
electric deep fat fryer. 

• Don’t cook after a night out 
drinking.

Back on the road for comic Stephen K Amos

S TAND-UP comedian and broad¬ 
caster Stephen K Amos is back 
from a world tour and is already 
on the road again with his new show - 
Bread and Circuses. 

His main aim for the tour, which 
includes a show at Palace Theatre, 
Southend, on Wednesday, January 31, 
is to help us forget what a mess the 
world is in right now. 

Brexit. Trump. No more Mary Berry 
on the Great British Bake Off... Things 
are looking bleak, so wouldn’t it be bet¬ 
ter to just forget all about it? Stephen 
might not be able to provide bread to 
the hungry masses, but no one else is 
going to put on a better circus. 

The phrase “panem et circenses” or 
“bread and circuses” originates in 1AD 
Rome, coined by satirical poet Juvenal 
as a dual attack on the state’s propen¬ 
sity for giving the people what they 
believe they wanted rather than what 
they actually needed, as well as a dig at 
people for being so easily swayed when 
real issues should concern their minds. 

“The world now is one big crazy cir¬ 
cus, and circus was one of the earliest 
forms of entertainment to keep the 
masses appeased in the same way that 
we have all these crazy distraction 
techniques now,” Stephen said. 

“One of the biggest TV shows of the 
year is Love Island: if that’s not a 
major distraction technique I don’t 
know what is. And also I was looking 
at the phrase, ‘let them eat cake’ as 
we live in a world with artisan types of 
cake and bread and no one is eating 
regular bread anymore. What was 


once a staple food of the poor has 
become £4 a loaf.” 

Stephen, who has appeared in 
Celebrity Storage Hunters, Alan 
Davies: As Yet Untitled, Live At The 
Apollo and Have I Got News For You, 
as well as the fourth series of What 
Does The K Stand For? on BBC Radio 
4, is known as a comedian who teases 
and cajoles members of his audience 
rather than beating them over the head 
with a heavily politicised stick. But is he 
getting angrier as the years go by? 

“I don’t think I’m getting angrier, but 
clearly the things around us are not 
getting any better,” he said. 

“One of the things I talk about in this 
show is why it seems like we’re regress¬ 
ing and not moving forward. I am cer¬ 
tainly more politicised, but I don’t want 
to be one of those angry people who 
moves away from rational debate and 
goes to the extremes of being bitter and 
vitriolic - that’s not in my nature at all.” 

You would think that Stephen might 
have grown a little weary with the con¬ 
stant whirl of long tours, but that could¬ 
n’t be further from the truth. 

“I love to go around the country and 
see the odd place that still has character 
and not just the same old bog-standard 
high street,” he added. 

“I like that you can engage with peo¬ 
ple and do jokes that are social com¬ 
mentary or maybe a bit risque, and 
people will get them. 

“I recently did some gigs in the 
Newcastle area in old working man’s 
clubs from the seventies that haven’t 
been decorated or anything. It was like 
stepping back in time, but the sheer joy 
of those people simply because we 
were there was incredible.

“Those people weren’t jaded, but 
because we sometimes feel disenfran¬ 
chised and upset about things happen¬ 
ing in the world, it can be hard to keep 
that optimism alive.” 

Leave your problems behind for the 
evening with the charming Mr Amos 
and, who knows, maybe the world will 
seem a little bit brighter. After all, 
when Ancient Rome needed 
to distract itself from poli 
tics, nothing hit the spot 
like giving people 
cheap food and 
plenty of entertain¬ 
ment. 

Our circuses 
might no longer 
involve gladiator 
fights to the 
death, but the 
same principle 
applies. Modern 
politics is a con¬ 
fusing mess, so 
no one can 
blame you for 
giving it a miss 
in favour of a 
night of laughs.

O N April 15 2013, hundreds of lives 
were irrevocably altered in Boston 
when two homemade explosives 
detonated close to the finish line of the 
city’s marathon. 

The co-ordinated response to the terror¬ 
ist attack and FBI-led manhunt were 
dramatised in yesteryear’s adrenaline- 
fuelled action thriller Patriots Day. 

Stronger relives the same shocking 
attack from the perspective of Boston 
native Jeff Bauman, who was a well-wish¬ 
er in the crowd that fateful day and lost 
both of his legs in the blast.

Eye checks Vital for safe driving’ 



WARNING: If you 
suspect your 
vision is getting 
worse you should 
act immediately

THE man responsible for ensuring 
the nation’s drivers have good 
eyesight has told of the need for 
regular eye tests. 

Dr Gareth Rees, secretary of the 
Driver and Vehicle Licensing 
Agency’s vision panel, says that 
all motorists should get their eyes 
tested at least once every two 
years. 

He points out that the DVLA has 
minimum eyesight standards that 
all drivers need to demonstrate to 
prove they are safe behind the 
wheel. 

And he warns that if you sus¬ 
pect your vision is getting worse 
you should act immediately. 

Dr Rees has explained how the 
DVLA goes about deciding on 
vision standards for driving and 
told more about his role. 

“I’ve been a doctor for 41 years 
and have been DVLA’s Vision 
Panel Secretary for 10 years. My 
main role is to liaise between 
DVLA and the Honorary Medical 
Advisory Panel on Visual 
Disorders,” he said. 

“The panel meets every six 
months and is made up of eye¬ 


sight specialists, who provide 
DVLA with expert advice on how 
to apply and interpret the law 
when assessing fitness to drive. 


“We all have busy lives, and 
sometimes we might overlook the 
signs that our eyes are not as 
good as they were. 


“You might be finding it harder 
to judge distances, you might be 
struggling to read the newspa¬ 
pers, or it’s getting more difficult 


for you to drive at night. These 
are just a few signs that your eye¬ 
sight may be deteriorating. 

“In line with advice from 
optometrists, our advice is that 
you should get your eyes tested 
at least every two years. 

“But if you recognise any of the 
signs above, don’t wait - go and 
get checked out straight away 
with your optician or doctor. If 
they advise you to tell DVLA 
about your eyesight, you can do 
this online or by writing to us.” 

And he stresses that anyone not 
meeting the eyesight standards 
should stop driving immediately 
and inform the DVLA. 

“Don’t worry - usually, most 
people who tell us they’ve got a 
medical condition are still allowed 
to drive,” added Dr Rees. 

“If you have a ‘progressive’ 
(worsening) condition but can still 
meet the eyesight standards for 
driving, you may get a short-term 
licence rather than a full-term 
one. This type of licence lasts for 
one, two, three or five years and 
when it’s due for renewal, we let 
you know. It’s better to be safe 
than sorry. So if you’re in doubt, 
get it checked out.”

SOUTHEND closed the gap on the 
play-offs to seven points, as goals 
from Jason Demetriou and Josh 
Wright sealed Southend’s first 
league win for five weeks on 
Saturday. 

Keeper Mark Oxley saved Craig 
Davies’s first-half penalty kick. 

In this re-arranged clash - due to 
both sides falling at the first FA Cup 
hurdle - Preston loan-man, Eoin 
Doyle, wasted a first minute chance 
for the Latics, failing to hit the tar¬ 
get from the edge of the box. 

Southend hit back from a 
Michael Kightly comer-kick. 

Visiting keeper Johny Placide 
was lucky to stay on the pitch after 
appearing to strike Southend’s 
Simon Cox. In an incident missed 
by referee, Charles Breakspear, the 
gloveman only received a lecture. 

The hosts went on to dominate and 
having seen a Kightly effort blocked, 
Cameron Dunningham floored 
Wright and Demetriou sent Placide 
the wrong way from the spot - only 
the Blues’ second success from six 
penalty kicks this term. 

It was all Southend by now, and 
on the half-hour mark Ryan 
Leonard should have increased the 
hosts’ lead, but his close-range 
header from a Hendrie cross 
flashed wide. 

The chances kept falling for the 
Shrimpers, with a well-placed 
Demetriou electing to pass rather 
than shoot. But, this freed up an 
unmarked Marc-Antoine Fortune, 
who saw his angled drive deflected 
wide. 

Southend were then almost ruing 
their wastefulness, when on 40 
minutes, Demetriou turned villain 
and tripped Rob Hunt a foot with¬ 
in the home penalty box. 

Improving 

Manchester City 2-1 West Ham

WEST Ham United produced a 
brave and much-improved display 
against runaway Premier League 
leaders Manchester City on 
Sunday, but were undone by sec¬ 
ond-half goals from Nicolas 
Otamendi and David Silva at the 
Etihad Stadium. 

Struggling Hammers travelled to 
the north west off the back of a 4- 
0 thumping at Everton, and with¬ 
out a Premier League victory in 
eight outings. 

However, it was a bright opening 
period from David Moyes’ men, 
who stunned the home crowd when 
Angelo Ogbonna sent a powerful 


Breakspear immediately pointed to 
the spot and booked the Cyprus 
international for his pains. 

Davies stepped up and fired his 
12-yarder down the centre of the 
goal. But, volleyball-style and 
standing his ground, Oxley punched 
the spot kick high over the South 
Stand. 

Despite a bright Latics start to 
the second period, with Jack Byrne 
and Davies going close, Wright 
doubled Southend’s advantage 
with a searing 54th minute, close- 
range volley, following excellent 
Fortune and Stephen McLaughlin 
approach play. 

Wright then had a couple of 
chances to put the game out of 
reach, before Doyle spurned an 
excellent 78th minute opportunity 
from sub Tope Obadeyi’s pin-point 
cross and headed woeftilly wide. 

Shortly after Leonard had missed 
the target, another visiting chance 


header beyond City goalkeeper 
Ederson Moraes after Aaron 
Cresswell and Manuel Lanzini had 
fashioned the opening from a well- 
rehearsed short comer routine. 

West Ham continued to defend 
resolutely, but were eventually 
undone shortly before the hour 
when Otamendi profited after 
Gabriel Jesus had picked him out 
from the right. 

And the East Londoners slipped 
to their fifth defeat in eight games 
when Kevin de Bruyne’s pass 
offered Silva the opportunity to 
send a left-footed volley past 
Adrian, giving City a record 13th 
successive Premier League victory. 

Speaking after the match, 


went a begging as Doyle - who 
could have bagged four goals on a 
forgettable afternoon - headed 
against the outside of Oxley’s far 
post. 

Boss Phil Brown enthused: 
“Today was a good all-round, team 
performance. We spoke about 
where we’re going this season. If 
we hadn’t have won today, it would 
have been too big a gap to bridge. 
We’ve got a team capable of play¬ 
ing on another level.” 

“Today was important as a mark¬ 
er - at twenty games - with nobody 
else playing. We don’t want to be an 
also-ran team. It was important for 
us psychologically [to win] today.” 

With such a lamentable spot-kick 
record this season, Brown revealed: 
“I got sick to death of us missing 
penalties. So, I didn’t look and just 
wanted to see the crowd’s reaction. 
Jason - as a full-back is capable of 
passing the ball - I just wanted to 


Hammers boss Moyes said: “For 
long periods I thought it was going 
to be our day. We didn’t limit them 
with possession but with clear-cut 
chances we did, and I thought we 
were always a threat on the break - 
arguably we had the best chances 
in the first half. 

“We didn’t do well with the ball 
at times but we stuck at it, saw it 
through and the boys did a really 
good job. The effort and the atti¬ 
tude has been really good, it had to 
be today. The games I want us to 
play much better but in training, 
we have been working hard, I can’t 
have any complaints. We just start¬ 
ed to fizzle out after about 60 min¬ 
utes but then we came again and 


see the ball go over the line. 

“Whilst I was sure about our 
penalty, I wasn’t so much about 
theirs. But Charles [Breakspear] 
gave it. Mark then made a great 
save, and we go in at the break 
one-nil up and keep the critics 
silent.” 

Brown praised match-winner, 
Wright, saying: “Josh has probably 
been our most potent midfielder, 
since he came to the club. He’s def¬ 
initely got a goal in his locker but 
it doesn’t matter where the goals 
come from.” 

He concluded: “Roots Hall is a 
fortress. We’ve not lost a league 
game here. We needed to hit form 
now and that’s what we’re doing.” 

Opposing boss, Ritchie Wellens 
admitted: “We didn’t cope all¬ 
game with Marc-Antoine Fortune. 
But, we had four or five good 
chances to win, including the 
penalty. However, it’s probably the 
first time I think we haven’t 
deserved anything from the game.” 

Goalscorer Demetriou declared: 
“I want to be the penalty taker now 
and I want to get Mark Oxley a 
new contract after another penalty 
save.”
